GOLF SCENE. 


Distripation of Weight Problem. 


PLAYERS MAKE. INPRUESTING RXTERIMEST. |, 


‘The great golf controversy betwoen Mr. 
P, A. Vaile and tho famous triumvirate, 
Braid, Taylor, and Vacdon, with regard to 
the distribution of weight at the top of the 
swing is apparently on the high road to a 
suttlement, says the “P.M.G." 

At the West End Gold School in Great 
Windmill-stroet, W., recently, a romark-, 
ablo invontion in the shapo of a weight: 
recording machine was shown for tho first 
time. Whatover else it docs, tho machine 
will certainly acttle the question of the 
distribution of weight of individual play- 
ers, which has long agitsted the golf 
world, sud by thia means “ill assist n 
player to mould his game mo. closely op 
op tho lines of a particular ‘smastor." 


THE APYARATUS, 


Tho demonstrator consists of two weigh " 


ing machines constructed to weigh up to 
filteon stone in pounds. Thess are put at 
a distanco of oight inchos from each other, 
and the golfer takes his stand with a font 
Tosting on wach’ machine, Attached to each 
machine, and displayed at a coavenient 
angle behind the playory:is a Inrge din] 
which slows clearly the weight which is on 
sither machine at any. time during the 
atroke, 

In order to onsure that there should be 


| M0 movement of the hips or at the head, 


Mr. Viila designed an upright stand fitted 
with tworjointed arma, Ono of these is
